ftead thereof Amber is, of which two there is diverfitie 
of opinions, which fhould be the fexnth Metall, they 
thatdeny the /-venth place to Quicksilver, fay ic is but 
Silver liquid, and included in Silver, and fo Amber may 
come in as the feveath, and the rather becaufe Scripture 
mentions it. Now Pliotyand the Civil Laws make three 
fortsof Amber, which the Latine calls Ble&rum, one the 
gunme or natural juice of a tree, the other found in By 
thiopia in large Pieces, not knewn co proceed from Trees; 
the third is a natural Compofition of Gold, and a fifth 
Part of Ss/ver, according to Pliny, which upon diffolu- 
tion iris found to contain; and this is rhe crue Ei étrwm, 
ot Metallick Amber, or feventh Metal, and the Scriptures Ext.

Hey are either called Shafts or Adits. “The Shaft is 

i that whichis digged round or {quare,like a Well, 
from which the Earth that is digged is wound up in Baf- 
kets by Ropes, as we do Buckets of water ; and thefe are 
notonély for that ufé, but likewife ta give air to the 
Mine, And ofttimes Pumps are put into thefe Shefts, 
to fetch out the water; for thefe Shafts are in many pla- 
ces 40, 50, or 6e fathom deep before the Miners come to 
the Metal or M nerals for which they dig. 

Now the Adi: is from the Latine word Aditus, that is 
to fay, an entry, pafjage, ot appréach to athing. And this 
is ufually made on the fide of the Hill, buttowards the 
bottom, abeut 4, 5, or 6 feet high, and 8 feet wide, in the 
natureofan Arch, fometimes cut in the rock, and fome- 
times fupported withtimber; fothar the fole or bottom 
of this 4dit may anfwer che bottom of the Shaft, but’ 
fomewhat lower, fo.asthe water may havea fufficient 
Current to pafsaway, which isexa@ly known by the 
ordinary ways of Dialing, or che Workmans keeping the 
water at his foot while there isany : and he isdireéted 
toward the Shaftbya Neédle touch’d with a Load Stone, 
the ufing whertof is called Dyalliny: and by this and 
other Arts the water is conveyed away with more eafe 
and le(s charge then by Pumps... And when the Miners by 
thefe Shafts or Adis. do ftrike ox threed a Pein of any Me- 
tal (for Afetals under che Earchare difperfed like. eins in 
our bodies, and therefore called Veins) chen. the Metal 
which is digged from thofe Veins is called Oar, as Silver. 
oar, Leadoar, &c. Andbythefe Adits the Fumes, Damps ,

Hey are Gold, Silver ,Tin,Copper Lead, Ironand Quick- Mrals: 
filvers and thefe are often found lying upon the ) 
cliffs or chincks of Rocks, known by their colour, bright- 
nefs, orother matks ; orbyfuch other Minerals as the 
Workmen call Leaders, becaufe they ufually accompany 
the Metallick oar, and lead toit. Orthey.are difcoyered 
tous either by the nature of Plants which grow over pe caus 
them, by the Plough, by Moles which caft up their fhade or ee 
glictering earth (and therefore in Derby- hire and other 
places where Lead abounds, they rarely killthem) or by 
Springs and Streams of water, or by the ufe ofan Hazel 
flick (if credit may be given to it :) Butby fome orone 
of chefe the Miners:are encouraged and direéted to dig. 
As for Gold and Silver, which are the nobler and richer 
_ Metals,we have not yet difcovered any Mines which yield 
perfect Gold or Silver oar (as in America and other hotter 
Climars, although we are not altogether out of hopes of 
very rich ones in England and Wales) butour former and 
later Ages here have and yet do get Gold and Silver meer- 
ly by Eoctraétion, or melting thole bafer hard Metals, fo as 
by artofthe Refinerthe Gold or Silver is feparated from 
them. 
Now the Oars which this Kingdom affords are 
onely ‘Tin, Copper oar, Lead oar, Iron oar and‘ Cadmine oar 
(which fome call Callamine) of which Brafs is made with 
amixture of Copper.

For in 
hot Countries, where Gold and Silver are {o pregnant,that | 
both for bulk and value they give the denomination of a 
Gold or Silver Mine ; yet evenfrom thefe Lead or Copper, 
&c. may be extracted in fome {mall proportion : fo with 
us, though thebulk be Tin, Copper, Lead, Iron, Cadutine, 
&c. yet even from the worft of them fome Gold and Silver 
may alfo be extracted ; and moftly fo much, as that the 
value of that lictle which is extraéted,may be much grea- 
ter then chatofthe bulk from whenceit had its extra- 
ction. 

And with the feveral mixtures of thefe feveral Metals 
other Forms are produced ; as Tin and Lead make Pew. 
ter, Linand Brafs make Alchymy, Copper and Cadmine 
make Brafs. And fometimes Steel is found perfect

and ofthis the Lord B,wnker is Prefident. His Mayjefty 
alfoin the Year 1663 erected another called The Royal 
Company, whofebufinels isto fettle the Trade with Guiny 
in Africaconcerning Gold and Silver, &c. whereot His 
Highnefs the Dux of Yorx isPrefident : fo thae 
there being firft the Society of the Mines Royal , fecondly 
the Svciety for Mineral Works, thirdly the Royal Society,and 
fourthly the Royal Copany; it was thought fic toinferc 
their Titles here, _ that thofe who have occafion to apply 
themfelves to either of the {aid Societies or (Companies,may 
not be confounded in their Appellations or Applica

And Money (the Produé& of Metals) being the Ligament 
ofthat, and Nerve of this ; itis moft reafonab'e; that fee- 
ing the Caufe is more honoured then the Bf é, that He’ 
whole very Image and Superfeription makes Metal and Mo- 
ney paflable, fhould in Politicks have the command of 
thofe Mines, towhich after fome progrefs of Art andi a- 
biur, His mere Image gives the R pusatzon 5 for that which 
we call Intrinfick Value, is ftill but according to Extrinfick 
ufe. For we find ia Hiftory, that Copper, Ten, Lead, nay 
even Leatl er,have been in as great efteem ; and at this day 
T onin fome Forein parts ismore paflablethen Gold. So 
that having the effects of its virtue from our Ce fars Super. | 
feription, it is juft that C e/ar fhould have his due,and all 
the means and afliftances to att-in the Effects thereof. 


Nor doth icappear by any Record, that this Prerogative 


was ever oppoled by any Proprietor: For the Earl of 
Northumberland’s Cafe (hereafter mentioned, and fet 
down at large by Plowden, concerning the (opp:r Mies 
at Kefwick inthat Countie)was onely whether in grant- 
ing the Manowr to the Earl, cogether with all Mines with- 
inthe faid Manour, the Mines allo fhould pals; and ic 
wasrefolved by moft of the Judges, that though the 
Giant of the M.nour was good, yetthe Kirg cou'd not 
alienate Mines, being perfectly linked to the Prerogative 


of the Crown: fo that this Oppofition was rather to- 


explain hisGrant, thentooppole the Prerogative. For

further oppofition of the faid Earl or his Suce-fsors.

Why the Government of tke Mines was by Queen Elizas 
beth commitied 10 the Conduét of Corporati ns, 


S it is conceived, the firft Reafon of the Queens 
committing them to Curporations was, that the 
Crowns Prerogative therein might be permanent ; 

for our Laws fay that Corporations never die. 
Next, that the Arts, Methods, Rules and Orders, by 


which they were to be conducted, might be regiftred by 


them for the ufe of Pofterity, which in former times 


were bur loofe und uncertain, and died with the Under- © 


takers ; for no former extant Records do affitt us herein. 
And this makes other Nations fo famous,becaufe by way 
of Corporation they entail their Arts and Manufadlures 
to their Succeffors, thinking them no derogation to any 
of their other Degrees of Honour, to which they have by 
thofe Arts or otherwife atchieved. And the Romans were 
fo ftriét herein, that when any Artificer died, the Heir of 
that Artificer was convened before Judges about the 

things of that Art which he profeffed. 
-Thethird reafon was, from Her obfervation of the 
Inartificialnefs of former Ages in this Concern; which 
may 
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may be collected from Her fending for and imploying fo 
many Germans and others Foreivers, (where Mines were 
plentiful, andthe 4rts belonging tothem) who might 
put us into the cract of managing ours.in finding and dig- 
ing them, and in fm-lting and refining Metals. And there- 
fore the Queer provided in Her Chartcr, that 8 Foreiners 
might be admited, and upon fuch admiffion of any Fo. 
reiner, he was to have Lette’s P.tents for his Jndenizition 
without Fees or Charge; and not onely they, but all 
perfons interefled in thefe Operations, are to be dilcharg- 
ed of all Fifieenths, Ten:hs, Subjidies, Taxes Impofitions and 

Charges, exceptfuch as are excepted in the Patent,and all 
Officcrs , Miners, &c. tobe free from Juries and Arrejls for 
which the C:yil Law (which is the ground of moft of 
our L:ws concerning 4rts) gives this reafon, becaufethe 
Charge, Care, Circum(pection and Labour (ifduly exe- 

cuted) are fo great and advantageous co the Publick, that 

it was thought but reafonable by che Romans,ind by their 

example for us,to give them encouragement by fuch Coz. 

cefSions. 

And thar this Nation was fo unknowing in the gnid- 
ance of this Affair, is evidentfrom the great quantities of 
Sligs from Lead, and Cinders from Irov which by former 

Ages were thrown afide as of no ufe, burto mend High 

ways, orto build wich inftead of Stone. But of thefe 
our prefent Ar7fs do makeas great if!not greater profit, 

then of frefh Oats; for which though Pailofophers give 
fome {pecious reafons, yet their goodnefs may rather be 
imputed co the defeé of former skill, in not duly melting 
and refiaing them, then from any improvement of their 
Nature by fo long lying under the Concottion of 
Heat. 

A fourth reafon was, that Arts and Scierces mightbe 
improved, and in their very Improvement rewarded ; 
Curiofity being not fo prevalent a {pur to Knowledge as 
expectation of Gain. Now of the Seven Mechanical Arts, 
viz. Agriculture, Clothing, Navigation, Eluntiag, Archites 

ure, 
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Chure, Medicine and Martial Difcipline s and of the Seven 
Liberal Sci nces, viz. Granmar, Logick, Rretorick , Aftro- 
logie, Ge.metr-e, Arithm:tickand Mfick; they who deal ia 
the Conduét of Mixes mult be well verfed in atleaft Sve 
of the Seven Zris, and four of the Seven Scizmies, And 
though the farft Incorporations confifted but of 60, yet 
they had power totake in 240, and really whatever ac 
prefent men may think) that number is {carce (ufficient 
(as may hereafter be fhewn) to carry on fo great aa 
Affair. 

For it may be confidently affirmed, thacas toall Me- 
tals (except Gold, of which we have but a (mall quantitic ) 
and ulelul Minerals, no proportion of Ground in Exrope 
affords becter of all{orts (and Quantities enough for our 
own ules, and to fupply others with good advantages) 
then this Ifland of Great Britainand I elind ; for though 
Scotland be not under our Condu@, yet it is known that 
therealfoare good Miu:s. 

But the fifth and chief reafon of thofe Tncor porations (as 
is conceived) was, that they might ftand as Mediators be- 
tween the ftriétnefs of the Kings Prerogative, and the 
Subjects prefuppoft!ions of an Equitable propriety.

and the Nirion. But by the death of the firft German 
Artizans, and the negleét of a continued Sok, and want 
of Fuel in thofe Parts, and the fucceeding Wars, all thofe 
Millsand Works ftand ready (though much out of re- 
pair) for the Ingenuitie of the prefent Incerporators or o 
thers,which in due time may be taken into confideration. 
And as encouragements it appears by the old Books, that 
for many years there was very great profir made of them, 
both Publick and Private : and it may be evider ced that 
all forts of (Copper and Bra/s Manufacture might from 
thence receive both for Our felves and Foreiners ; and 
thefe maintained no lefs chen 400 oArtificers and Labou- 
rers daily. | | 
fhe other great Work was of Iron at Whibrook and 
Tintorne in Munmothfbire, for the working of Iron Wier tor 
Cards for Woollen Cloth, whichis ftill keptin work by 
Mr. Foley now Tieafurer to the Society. I his alfoyield- 
ed a great benefitto the Nation, andtotheSociety ; but 
by reafon of the Aéts of Parlement madeagain{t import- 
ing of Furcia Wier are fomething imperiect, and for other 
reafons, they afford little: to which alfothe Society will 
doubtlefs have mere regard, becaufeit concerneth fome= 
what the gocd or illot the Clothing Manufatiure, by the 
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exportation of our Wier, ard importation of Forein Wier ; 
andthis Work, and other lron Works which fuppore 
thems did alfoimploy at leaft 4000 Mendailie, and fo 
have done for many years by Mr. Foley, whefe Exam- 
pie herein ought to be recorded to Pofteritie for imi- 
tation. , 

“There were alfo other excellene Works of Lattes and Latien «nd 
Brafs Manufactures in Noi tingh.mfhire, conduéted by ae 
the Lord Jom Byron, and others about Londin ; to which 
was allowed a large Stock, for they feton work no lefs 
then 8000 Men daily, and did produce great advantage 
to the Crown and themfelves. Buc thefe Lattin and Brafs 
Works aredecayed, and thofe Arts almoft gone withthe 
_ Art. fis, which ought to be confidered and revived. 

_ Thechief Mines which produce Silver now in working Silzcr 
(though noceffeétually) are thofe Mines R yal at Cooms Mixes: 
famblock, and the Darrea H lls, Coommervin, Cogincan, Tal- 
dabont; Coomu(lwith, Tredile, Thrufcott and Rofs-vawre 3 
which werethe old Roman Werks. Near to which are 
conyenicnt!y placed the Smelting and Refming Mills,which _ 
therefore arc called the Silver Mills. All which are *#¢r Mik: 
inthe Fownthip of Skibery Coed, in the Parifh of Llanny 
EHangell Ginne Glynn, alias Llary HLingell Caftle Qualton, 
in the Countie of Cardigan, alias Shire Abertivy. 

Thefe five great Works weie wrought for many years 
with the joint Stock of the firft Incorpora'ors, under the 
Conduct of chemfelves; but afterward Sir Hugh Middl? 
tonundertook thofe in Cardigasfhire, paying 4001. per 
annum Rentto the Setety, aud he cleared Monethly the 
fumme of2000/. and had he not diverted his Gains to 
the making of the New River from Ware to London, cer- 
tainly he wouldhavebeen Mafter ofa Mafsof Wealth ; 
but great Wits and Purfes feldom know how to ive 
bound; to their Defignments, and by undertaking too 
many things, failinall. And wemay further give cre- 
ditto the Beneficialnefs of thofe Mines; whenas Mr. Tho- 
mas Bufhell, by his Knowledgeand Ingenuitie to work

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them to the beft advantage, did find bufinefs enough 
there fora Mint, and with the Preduct thereof made 
provifion for the Clothing of the Jace Kivgs whole® Army. 
Thefe two laft are particularlie mentioned, that the Pro-

. Andas for the advantages which the due management 
of thefe would produce,’ they are hinted in Chap.
